While I'm thinking about GPS's... 

If price isn't MUCH of an issue, I would suggest the GPS V. If you compare it to the eMAP on their site, you can see it 
offers a more detailed screen, about twice the battery life, is WAAS compatible and waterproof. Plus the embedded 19 
megs of memory is enough for a couple of detailed states on a trip. 

If money is SOMETHING of an issue, go with the GPSMAP 76. You lose the ability to select the orientation of the screen, 
it weighs a bit more and the memory is smaller. But it does ditch the external antenna (not necessary on a bike as it 
always has a clear view of the sky) so there's one less thing to break-off when you drop it. Plus the Mapsource CD-ROM 
you get' with it doesn't require payment to unlock all it's areas. 

If money is TIGHT, get the eMAP. Not waterproof and the batteries need to be changed each day on a long trip. But it's 
half the price, has a 12v cord available ($30 is what I paid) and slips into the clear forearm pocket (which it rainproof 
and removeable) of my 'Stich like it was made for it. 
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
